37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative inquired as to whether incorporating the 
limitations of claim 3 into claim 1 would make the subject matter allowable. The examiners tried to clarify the additional 
amendments that would need to be made in order to move closer to allowance. The examiners for instance suggested 
that including specific condition details concerning the solution make-up and temperature restraints necessary for the 
proper denaturation would be helpful, as would a clarification of step "d) m s limitation of "separating" step as the step 
really involves a denaturation step followed by a separating or isolating step. Applicant's representative were further 
appraised that any of these types of amendments would require additional searches and therefore would not be 
considered in an after final amendment..
